man paid no attention. Mr. Walt repeated 
the call several tlmci, and then catching 
hold of the man's »rm«il»ted him to rite. 
The mta etood a minute with bit egret fat- 
tened to the floor, then turned- bit head 
around and tunreyod me. When hit eyes 
met mine they dilated greatly and were 
full of »wlld devlUih glwe. He looked 
as If he would like to dart ont and te'M 
me. "You bare beard of thle mac," said 
Mr. Wait. I told him I had not, at which 
ho looked greatly eurprlted, and eald, 
"Why, this In Lawrence Boyle, tho crazy 
man ; he is tho most terrible raving ma- 
ulac I ever «aw. It wai otuiud by being 
struck on the head with a poker," and 
here bo parted tho man's hair and thowed 
rce a Uttlo tear on tbe right tide of tbe 
head, juit back and above the temple. 


After coming out and barring tho door, 


Mr. Walt related to me tho man's bittory, 
which I»substantially as follows: Law- 
rence Boylo was an Irish peddler residing 
In this city, where ho now bu a married 
cousin. In a difficulty with another man 
he was struck on the head with a poker, 
and bat been crazy from that moment.— 
The affair Is quite complicated—nobody 
was greatly to blame, but the consequences 
have been awful. Boyle wu Immediately 
placod in jail where he remained for a few 
days, raving in tho wildest manner. He 
was taken to Jacksonville where he staid 
ono yoar, and was then tent back pro- 
nounced Incurable. While there he never 
uttered a tingle sound and would never 
move efccept when ordered. Upon hit 
return ho was placed In tho poor house.— 
lie was very docile and obedient, he 
would sit motionless for hours, with head 
beat down and eyes fastened on tho floor. 
Ho was scrupulously neat and clean;'if a 
suit of clothes were givou' him he would 
examine them carefully, trace all tbe seams 
from beginning to end, and if ho fonnd no 
soiled spots and they suited him, would 
accept them, If not he couldn't be Induced 
to have them. He was very careful of 
his clothes aud would keep them nice a 
long time. Ho had to be told to do every- 
thing. When It was time to arise Mr. 
Walt had to always go to Boyle's chamber 
and say, "Lawrence, get up," else he 
would have lain till ho died of starvation. 
When bed time arrived, It was, "Law- 
rence, go to bod," else ho would havo sat 
up all night; and ho had to bo told to 
wash himself for breakfast, to go to tbe ta- 
ble, aud from tho table. At the table he 
would sit silently until his plate was wait- 
ed on, when ho would eat sparingly. Once 
bo took a notion to walk, and would In- 
cotsautly pace back aud forth the length 
of a brick walk.ln tho yard. He often walked 
nine hours at a stretch, and would walk on 
an average 13 hours a day. Ue kept this 
up until tho briclc walk was entirely worn 
out. 
One day as he was engaged at his 


accustomed exercise Mr. Walt stepped 
up beside him and taking soldier step, 
walked back aud forth several times, when 
suddenly Boylo turned round, looked Mr. 
Wait In the face aud laughed, This was 
the flist sound that had escaped his lips 
for two years aud six months. Nothing 
could have been more startling. A few 
weeks after bo drove a peg In a post and 
used It to bang his coat on when ho wash- 
ed bit face boforo breakfast. Light was 
beginning to dawn upon his darkened 
mind. Ho also made a seat under the 
shade of a tree on whioh bo conld lest 
when fatigued from walking. This was 
another symptom of returning Intelligence. 
Ono day as Mr, Walt was rctnrning homo 
he mot Lawrence at the gate. "This it a 
fln*day,"spokoup 
Lawrence. Mr. Walt 


was astounded; those wero the tint artic- 
ulate words that Boylo had over uttered 
for throo years, From this time he rap- 
Idly Improved, aud was soon perfectly mine, 
Ho was good help around tbe bouse, and 
would often be entrusted with the caro of 
tho children, and talked of going to Om 


One day he accompanied Mr. Walt to 


Tuttle'B taw mill, while there be filled hi* 
boots and covered his body with sawdust 
and threw away his coat. When Mr. 
Walt discovered him lu this sorry plight 
ho saw In a moment what watthe matter, 
and getting Boylo on the wagon started In 
great haste for homo. Boyle sung and 
(creamed aud cursed all the way, and in- 
sisted upon driving. 
Mr, Walt handed 


him the relnn, which hung down looMly 
from behind, and the fellow wai happy 
under the delusion. When about half way 
home Boyle Imped from the wagon, Haled 
a rail fonco and ran through • corn field. 
Mr. Walt followed In great baate and cap- 
tured him. Ho tueceoded In getting him 
along as far aa tbo feuvc which ho could 
not be induced to climb over, bnt clung to 
with au Iron grasp. 80.010 emigrants hap- 
peuiiiK along at this juncture refuotantiy 
H»l»tod Mr. Wait to put Boyle forcibly 
ovci lliu lunur, bind his limbs and tie hiia 
down to tlit wiigitu.

' Although detUtnte of reuon and ujaable 
to natlentud anything said to him, Boy)e 
teem* to pOMeM fume peculiar faciiHle*, 
He can Imitate tbe bray of an a*, tbe 
barking of a dog, or the gobble of a tur- 
key to perfection. At midnight perhaps 
be will utter t, load, angry bow-wow, 
which will startle the'houte dogt and tend 
them, bounding out into tbe dark. .At the 
poor farm there WM onco a very proud, 
vain turkey gobbler which used to strut 
•bout and "gobble" a great deal. Boyle 
would echo back bit "gobble," and tbe 
angry turkey, with tall feathers tpread, 
would toamper round and round tbe little 
brick building, trying to find that rival 
gobbler. Ho WM kept in continual per- 
plexity and,* boiling rage. Ho wore him- 
self out trying to find that other turkey, 
and bad to be killed to prevent hit suicide 
by eiceulve exercise. Boyle continued 
bit "gobbling" for about a week and then 
discontinued It, as no turkey appeared. He 
it very tavage sometimes, and would mur- 
der a person If the opportunity offered.— 
Last winter at Mr. Walt was building » 
firo in Boyle'* room tho folio* seized 
Walt't arm and wrenched It out of joint In 
a twinkling. Another time he set upon 
Mr. Walt and bit that gentleman's arm 
with hie teeth, mangling it terribly. 
Tbe 


doctors hero pronounced tho arm Incura- 
ble, but he went to Chicago and woe suc- 
ceMfully treated by an eminent physician, 
who told him that tbe wound was poison- 
ed by tm mad man's bite, which wai 
something similar to a mad dog't. 


Boylo teems to possess mpernatural 


strength. Hit jawt aro exceedingly pow- 
erful j In eating chicken bo masticates and 
swallows both moat and bones, and will 
oat hard-shell hickory nuts as an os- 
trich would stones, only that he chews 
them before swallowing, Ho doesn't seem 
to have any sensation ; he will leap high 
up in the air, falling on his knees or back 
without feeling it In the least. He, can't 
be made to wear any clothes, save a shirt, 
even In winter, but toart them from hit 
back. ' 


Oan this miserable man be cured ? Life 


cannot be said to bo a burdou to him, be- 
cause be does not rcali/,o it. Ho has a 
dead soul in a living body, but It has been 
sepulchred lu this living tomb during the 
boil years of his young life, being now !)0 
years of age, and having been lostxnp for 
nixyonis. A consultation of physicians 
was held lost spring totako'ithis matter in- 
to consideration. After examining Boylo 
they concluded his insanity was caused by 
a fracture of tbe skull, and that they could 
cure him by submitting him to a surgical 
operation. They gave directions to tho 
keeper to diet him, ennl when he got pretty 
weak and in a good mood they would per- 
form tho operation, Dut hero the matter 
dropped and nothing has been done since. 
lu thu name of humanity something ought 
to be dono. But probably there never 
will be, until death releases his pris- 
oned soul from its dark dungeon to tho 
brightness of celestial glory,
